FANCIES ABOUT HORSES, 


The Horse an a Water Sprite—Scolland'l 


Water Kelpy—Horses Ridden by Witches 
and Fairies— Various Oraeru and Be- 
liefs—\a an Emblem. 


In folk lore the horse figures most as a 


water sprite. 
Neptune having tradition- 


ally created the animal, we should not be 
astonished to find him powerful nt sea. 
'Mystic water horses, water bulls, or 
ows. are to be found in the religious sys- 
ems of many nations of old. and they 
till haunt the imagination of living men 
n the shape of dapple gray stallions and 
irown steers that still rise from some 
German lake." 


These water horses appear in many 


ands 
In Iceland, Nick, or Hnickur, also 


ailed by other names, appears as a gray 
lorse with hoofs turned backward. When 
he ice splits open in the winter it is said 
o be the water horse coming up. One 
was said to have eight feet and ten heads. 
?his steed sometimes induces yeung per- 
ions to mount his back when he rushes 
nto the water, and it is said that he can 
>e tamed, but his bridle must never be 
aken 
off. 


In the Orkney islands the water sprite 


comes as a handsome little horse, with 
_is mane covered with weeds. In the 
Shetland islands, Shoopnltie is the name 
riven to him, as well as Njuggle or Nick. 
Ln old historical chronicle asserts one 
was tamed and worked during the day. 
3opular accounts represent him as having 
a tail like a wheel. 
He is usually mis- 


chievous, stopping mills, carrying persons 
»nto the sea, etc. 


THE WATER KELPY. 


Nearly every Scotch lake or stream had 


ts water kelpy. Re would decoy travelers 
io mount him, and rush into the water 
with them. 
He could be caught by fling- 


ng over his head a bridle marked with 
,he sign of the cross. 
A blacksmith, sus- 


ricious of one of these water sprites, 
.hrust a hot iron into its side, reducing it 
;o a heap of starch. 


Water horses are called Phookie and 


Aughisky in Ireland, and are said to come 
up out of the lakes, some of them being 
carnivorous. One had a serpent's body, 
with a horse's head. 
In north Germany 


Jagowd is the mime applied.,to the water 
iorse. One is said to have come out of a 
ake, harnessed himself to a harrow, and 
worried the other horses to death. 


Musquito Indians say Wihwiii, a demon, 


appears in the shape of a linrse-. 
Eastern 


.ore is not without its stories of water 
jorses. 
El Kazwini, a mediaeval Arab 


writer, says sea horses avo larger than 
those of the laud, and have cloven hoofs 
and a small mane and tail. 


Throughout England and Scotland it 


was formerly supposed that horses wore 
at times ridden by witches and fairies. 
[t was said that if the majies and tails of 
;he horses were found to be plaited and 
motted together it was a sure sign the 
fairies had been riding the steeds. 
To 


prevent this, as well as to guard against 
;he unwelcome visits of witches, it was 
;he custom to hang about the doors of the 
stables and in the stalls and mangers 
tranches of ash or yew, hazel or broom. 
The horseshoe, nailed up over the door, 
was also efficacious here. When the in- 
mates of the stables were found covered 
with a cold sweat or moisture in the 
morning it was deemed a sure sign that 
witches had ridden them during the 
night. 


Nor were these beldames satisfied with 


;be chargers thus surreptitiously pro 
cured. It was wildly believed, here and 
on the continent, that witches were able 
;o transform persons into horses, and 
;hat such steeds wore ridden to the night- 
y rendezvous of these hags. 


VARIOUS OMENS. 


There are few omens connected with 


ihe horse. In Yorkshire-, England, it is 
thought unlucky to see a white horse. 
Probably here, is a Uey to the connection 
between the white steed and the ill 
omened red haired girl. In many parts 
of England it is believed that any person 
riding a piebald horse is able to cure the 
whooping cough. 


Around the neck of a horso in York- 


shire, some years since, was found a 
string tied tu a bag made of the thumb of 
an old glove, containing the Lord's prayer 
written on parchment. 
This was thought 


i;o preserve the animal from evil. In the 
same district, \S a horse became "foul1' or 


fellen," the owner cured it by going into 


the orchard at midnight, cutting into a 
turf from the foot of an apple tree and 
hanging it in the branches of the tree. 
As the turf decayed it was said the hoi so 
would recover, 'in Ireland it is thought 
that you may subdue an unruly horse by 
whispering in his ear the Creed, 


It is said that Darius, king of "Persia, 


was chosen ruler by the neighing of his 
horse, it having been left by lot to decide 
who should hold the reins of power by 
choosing the noble whose steed neighed 
first. 


The horse is a well known emblem in 


heraldry and in art. 
It is frequently fig- 


ured on the tomba in (he catacombs, 
where it is the emblem of the swiftness 
of life. 
In early Christian art it typified 


courage and generosity, and St. Martin,- 
St. Maurice, St. George, St. Victor and 
St. Leon are all represented on horseback. 
In Aryan mythology the swift flying 
clouds were said to be horses. Gothic and 
Germanic tribes 
sometimes sacrificed 


horses on the funeral piles of their chief- 
tains.—F. S. Bassett in Globe-Democrat.

Crickets in Algeria* 


Accounts are published of the devasta- 


tion caused by crickets In Algeria. The 
insects resemble but are not identical 
with either locusts or grasshoppers. Last 
year swarms of grasshoppers ravaged the 
colony. This year the crickets have taken 
their place, they spring like grasshop- 
pers, but have a more rapid and sustained 
flight. They form clouds which shut out 
the light of the sun. When they alight 
on the ground they destroy every trace of 
vegetation. 
They sometimes fall ex- 


hausted on the ground in such numbers 
as to cover it with a layer of dead bodies, 
from whica pestilential exhalations arise. 
The correspondent of a Paris newspaper, 
in a letter from Algeria, says that the 
railway 1 rains have been stopped by the 
insects between Constantino and Batnp. 


The method still employed to check the 


evil in the African possessions of France 
is the old and expensive one of digging 
long trenches at a right angle to the ad- 
vancing swarms, and placing on the most 
distant side a soil, of fence formed by a 
web of cloth. 
The advancing insects 


strike against the cloth, fall into the pit, 
and are there covered with lime or mold. 
The Algerian authorities have spent 700,- 
000 francs in destroying them, and now 
contemplate a further 
expenditure of 


1,000,000 francs to complete the work.— 
London Times. 


Forks a Modern Invention. 


It is difficult to realize what a modern 


Invention the table fork is. Queen Eliza- 
beth never heard of one. She had, it is 
true, a few dainty forks, perchance with 
crystal handles, for eating preserved fruit 
at dessert. But long after her time dinner 
forks were unknown in" England. >'.' The 
very earliest now to be found belong to 
the same nobleman whose hour glass salt 
has been already spoken of, and these are 
not older than the middle of the reign of 
Charles II. The few early forks of the 
reign of George I are three pronged, and 
but few of our neighbors can show us 
four pronged forks much before the reign 
of George III, from which timo their 
fashion has remained unaltered to the 
present day, except for their handles, 
which have followed the fashions 8f 
spoons, finishing up with the familiar 
"fiddle pattern" of Nineteenth century 
use. 


Before the days of forks the ewer and 


basin, which have now generally disap- 
peared, were much in request after every 
course; whereas now the basin alone, with 
a little rose water, mates its appearance 
at civic feasts after dinner, as a matter 
of fashion rather than necessity. 
Four 


out of five fine old basins have no doubt 
been melted up to supply the very forks 
whose invention rendered the washing of 
the fingers superfluous.—Murray's Maga-

What the 8»mlnoleB Want 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—The President 


sent to Congress yeiterday a letter from 
Bsoretary Vilas, transmitting: a communi^ 
cation from dalegatu reprusenting the 
Semin'jle Indians. The Sectetary says 
this commur,ication seeks to place th« 
claim of the Seminole people for addi- 
tional compensation ou account of tnali 
lands ceded to the United States in 18M 
upon the same foundation as that of th« 
Creek Nation, whose agreement was re- 
cently submitted to Congress. 


The Set.retary, however, says that thert 


Is ftn Important difference between th« 
Creek and Seminole treaties—a condition 
of the former limiting the right of the 
United States to the lands to the location 
of other civilized tribes upon them. He 
says thnt the delegates insist 'Hatthecei- 
siou was made with tun same understand- 
ing aa that expressed in the Creek agree- 
ment, and they ask that the matter be 
•ubmltted to Congress, whose determina- 
tion they are perfectly willing to abide 
by. Any new cession of the lands, he 
adds, can not give the United States any 
new title in law to them. 


In the communication the Heminoles 


say they sold the 2,169,0*) acres of th*ir 
lands, ceded in l*6b, for flfteeu cent* an 
ocre, solely because thoy desired that no 
white men, in the disturbed condition o( 
things, should secure u, (oothold in the 
Indian Territory, 
ituch of the land 


ceded, they assert, was worth $2.60 or 
more an acre, und would not have been 
sold for any other purpose than that ex- 
pressed in the act o£ cession, viz.: The 
location of friendly Indians and the f reed- 
men upon them. 


Important Land-Title Decision. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 20.—Tho Secretary 


of the Interior has rendered important 
decisions in the cases of Allen against 
Merrill, of Montana: McGee against Ort- 
ley, of Dakota, and Hyde against McDon- 
ald, of Minnesota, involving the validity 
of location of Sioux Indian half-treed 
scrip lands.
